Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baculy. 

Baculy, in Figure 6 of patent #6,039,313, discloses a clamping device for picture 
frames. Specifically, two clamp pipe assemblies 10, each including a linear pipe beam 
12, and a pair of opposing jaws 14 and 16, being used in combination with four adaptors 
22, one of which is attached to each of the respective jaws, and four miter fixtures 42, to 
clamp together edge rails 58, 59, 60, and 61 and core piece 62, such as to allow glue 
disposed between the joining surfaces of the rails and the core piece to dry. The device 
appears to be identical to applicant's submitted invention.
